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REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action mailed April 8, 2005, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration. 

In the Office Action, claims 6, 12, 19, 24, 29 and 35 were indicated as including 
allowable subject matter, but objected as being dependent upon a rejected based claim. The 
Office Action indicated that each of these claims would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of their base claims and any intervening claims. Applicants 
have sought to rewrite these claims in independent form, and to cancel or amend each of the 
other pending claims to depend from one of the rewritten claims.
